UNIDENTIFIED U-BOAT 

SIGHTED BY BOVIC. 

Boston, October 13.—An unidentified 
submarine off the New England coast 
was reported by the steamship Bovic 
today at a time when the steamship 
lane to Europe was dotted with muni- 
tion-laden ships just released from the 
embargo placed on their movements 
after the German submarine raid off 
Nantucket last Sunday. 

The Bovic, bound from Manchester, 
England, for New York, did not re- 
port the submarine’s nationality, but 
gave its position when sighted at 8 
a. m. today at about 200 miles due 
east of New York, not far from the 
cene of the U-boat activities of last 
The Bovic is due in New 
York late tonight or some time tomor- 
row. 

The reports ‘of the strange sub- 
marine were coincident with an- 
nouncements that a fleet of British 
cruisers and destroyers was off the 
coast and that virtually the entire 
available destroyer flotilla of the At- 
lantic fleet of the’ United States navy 
was on neutrality duty.

CONVICTS MAY BE USED 
UNDER GOOD ROADS ACT 


Their Labor Can Be Valued, 
However, Only at Cost 
of Maintenance.

Washiggton, October 13.—(Special.)— 


The department of agriculture has de- 
cided that convicts may be used on 
highway improvement under the new 
federal good roads act, but their lIa- 
bor may be charged for only at the 
actual cost of their maintenance. 
Inquiry at the office of public roads 
today disclosed the information that 
the department had had under consid- 
eration The Constitution’s editorial of 
last Wednesday, but had ruled that 
Georgia could only harge in as part 
of her contribution to secure federal 


the amount she actually expended to 
guard, feed, transport, equip and other- 
wise care for her convicta, 

In discussing the matter J. E. Pen- 
nybacker, who has charge of this fea- 
ture of the work, mentioned 57 cents 
a day as an average cost based on his 
investigations of the expense of main- 
taining convicts in the southern states. 

Must State Expenses, 

When the Georgia highway commis- 
sion submits a report to the depart- 
ment. outlining the good roads work 
it has in view, it must also state the 
medical attention and guard hire for 
the convicts to be employed. If the 
department decides that the average 
is a fair cost, it will approve. 

“It would be unfair to proceed on 
a wage cost of $1 a day, if it only 
costs 57 cents a day to maintain the 
convicts,” Mr. Pennybacker said _ to- 
day. 

“Your state law might previde that 
any amount received from convict hire 
over and above the cost of maintain- 
ing them should be applied to a state 
hospit&l. If the federal government 
made its contribution on a wage basis 
| it might, in reality, be contributing to 
maintenance of hospitals and not of 
highways. The state of Georgia would 
get more money for road work and will 
construct more mileage On the cost ba- 
sis than“ on the wage basis. Then it 
is perfectly fair to the state because 
it takes into account the money actu- 
ally expended.” 

No Final Decisfon. 

No final decision has been reached 
yet by Logan Waller Page and the of- 
fice of public roads as to whether the 
Georgia law complies with the require- 
ments of the federal act extending aid 
in road work.

New York, October 13.—(By Assocl- 
ated Press European Cable.)—Steadily 
the pressure of the Austro-German 
forces is compelling the Rumauiilan 
troops, who invaded Transylvania less 
than eight weeks ago, to fall back 
upon or toward their own frontier. In 
eastern Transylvania, north of Kron- 
stadt, Berlin re wts additional terri- 
tory free of Rurf Inians Southeast of 
Kronstadt, the sustro-Germans have 
also been succeg jful against the in- 
vaders.

Violent infantry fighting continues 
on the Carso front in the Austro-Ital- 
ian theater, with further successes for 
the Italians. In the vicinity of Gori- 
zia and to the south of this region 
they have repulsed heavy Austrian 
counter attacks, inflicting heavy cas- 
Malties, and east of Doberdo have ap- 
proached the second Austrian line, 
taking 400 prisoners. 

Vienna admits the loss of the town 
of Navavas, but announces that the 
Austrians put down Italian attacks at/ 
other points on the Carso plateau and 
made 2,700 men prisoner. In the Pasu- 
bio region of the Trentino sector some 
additional gains in ground are claimed 
by the Italians. : 


RENCH AND BRITISH 
ULSED ON SOMME. 


The French and British have beén 
repulsed in a new attempt te break 
through the German lines between 
the Ancre and the Somme rivers in 
I’rance. The British attacked in the 
district around Gueudecourt and the 
French near Sailly, but neither was 
able to pierce the defense of the Ger- 
mans, although London claims a slight 
advance near Gueudecourt: South of 
the Somme stubborn fighting is still 
in progress at Genermont and Ablain- 
court. 

In Macedonia the entente offensive 
@pparently has come to a halt. British 
atlvance guards have been active east 
of the Struma, but on the remainder 
of the front there has been little ac- 
tivity. A belated report from Sofia 
records the repulse of six Serbian at- 
tacks at Skochivir, on the Cerna river. 

Likewise the operations in Volhynia 
and Galicia have apparently lessened 
greatly in violence, for neither the 
Petrograd nor Berlin war office men- 
tions any fighting in these zones. To 
the north of the Pinsk marshes in 
Russia, however, the Germans have at- 
tacked Russian trenches on the west 
bank of the Shara river. Petrograd 
Says the attack was repulsed with 
heavy casualties.

ITALIANS CAPTURE 
AUSRTIAN TRENCHES 
ON TRENTINO FRONT 


Rome, October 13.—(Via London.)— 
In the Pasubio region of the Trentino, 
Italian troops have taken strong Aus- 


trian positions between Sette Crocia 


and Monte Roite, says the official 
statement issued by the war office to- 
day. Austrian attacks in the same re- 
gion were driven back, it was added. 

Italian troops, the statement says, 
also have made considerable progress 
on the Carso plateau, where there has 
been heavy fighting during the past 
few days. 

The statement follows: 


“In the Pasubio region we drove 
‘back some bomb attacks between Monte 
Spil and Monte Corno, and also on the 
southern slopes of Monte Roite. Our 
troops then took strong enemy posi- 
tlons between Sette Oroci and Monte 
Roite, making some progress in spite 
of the difficulties of the terrain and 
the obstinate resistance encountered. 
We captured thirty-two prisoners. 

“In the Posina valley (Trentino) 
there were artillery actions. Some 
small encounters also took place, end- 
ing in our favor. On the Pontebana 
torrent in the Fella valley (Carnic 
Alps) hostile artillery bombarded our 
positions heavily, but did not damage.” 

“On the Julian front there were vio- 
lent artillery actions. During the 
night of October 12-13 and yesterday 
morning the enemy launched further 
heavy counter attacks, especially at So- 
ber, near Gorizia, south of Novavitla 
and toward Point 144 on the Carso. 
They were all driven @@& with heavy 
losses. On the front of one battalion 
alone near Sober 400 enemy dead were 
buried. 

“During the afternoon our _ troops 
made considerable progress on the Car- 
so, capturing ground between the first 
enemy line, which we already held, and 
the second one. The western slopes of 
Monte Pecinka and the first houses of 
Locvizza and Hudilog were reached. We 
including ten 
officers. 

“Enemy aircraft bombarded the Gra- 
do ‘lagoon and othez points on the 
lower Isonzo. There were few casual- 
ties and trifling damage was done. 
In an air fight above Gorizia a hos- 
tile aeroplane was, driven down and 
it fell near San Marco.” 


NOVAVAS TAKEN, 
VIENNA CONCEDES. 


Vienna, Thursdayf October 12.—(Via 
London, October 13.)—The Italians are 


maintaining their attacks on the Aus- 
trians without cessation and desperate 
fighting continued throughout yester- 
day. Today’s official announcement 
says the Italians gained ground east 
of Oppacchiasella in their drive to- 
wards Triest and captured the town of 
Novavas. At other points the utmost 
efforts of the Italians gained nothing. 
The number of Italian prisoners has 
been increased to 2,700. :

“In the Italian theater yesterday was 
the third day of heavy infantry bat- 
tles.

Rumanian King Appeals 


To Allies to Save Country, 


€ 


London, October 13.—The Times pub- 
lishes an interview given to its corre- 
spondent with the Rumanian army by 
the king of Rumania in which the 
monarch appeals to the allies not to 
permit his country to suffer the fate 
of Serbia and Belgium. 

“The Rumanians will not falter,” the 
king said, “in their allegiance to the 
cause nor can the enemy wean them 
from their faith in their allies. Yet 
the Rumanians pray that in spite of 
their existing exigencies and their own 
huge problems the allies will not al- 
low the affairs of Rumania, who has 
staked her all in this conflict, to pass 
into the back of their minds and to suf- 
fer that she may meet the fate of 
either Belgium or Serbia.” , 

King Ferdinand said that RypJania 
had not been moved to enter,<.ne war 
by mere expediency, but that her de- 
cision was based on the biggest prin- 
ciples of nationality. “Against Ger- 
many,” continued his majesty, “there 
was, at the beginning of the war, no 
hostility, rather perhaps friendship, for 
economically Germany was an asset to 
the development of our industry and a 
potent instrument in forwarding the 
prosperity of our country. But with 


the progress of the war Rumania be- 
gan to feel the subtle force of enemy 
intrigue endeavoring in every way to 
force us into the struggle against our 
own real interests. 

“If Rumania has been criticised here- 
tofore let the world consider her posi- 
tion: A small power with a small 
army surrounded by giants faced a 
practical problem. With a western 
frontier nearly 700 miles long which 
alone was greater than the English 
and French fronts combined and Bul- 
garian frontiers, almost undefended and 
near her capit stretching for other 
hundreds of mjes to the south, she 
had to await t' time when she could 
act with reasc jable assurance of pro- 
tecting herselffand having the support 
of her alies. 7 

“A small country in a great war 
which promises to last for at least an- 
other year, faces’ certainly internal 
sacrifice and the consumption of her 
resources. But such is the confidence 
of Rumania in the justice of her cause 
and the faith of her allies that she has 


cast her lot with them in the convic- 
tion that her great associates will see 
that she does not prove to be the third 
small power destroyed in this great 
conflict.”

Steps Toward a Reunited 
Christendom Well Under 
Way, According to Report 
Made to Episcopal Con- 
vention.

St. Louis, October 13.—Steps looking 
toward a reunited Christendom were 
announced today by the Rev. B. Talbot 
Rogers, of Racine, Wis., in presenting 
to the house of deputies of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal convention here the re- 
port of the committee of world confer- 
ence for the consideration of questions 
touching faith and order. The report 
paid that preparatory plans for the 
bringing about of a world conference 
on the subject are well under way. 

“In the last three years twenty-eight 
commissions or committees of the va- 


rious Christian churches have been ap- ! 


pointed to work toward the goal, mak- 
ing a total of fifty-eight religious 
bodies co-operating on. August 1,” the 
report said. “Among them are the va- 
rious branches of the Anglician com- 
munity, the Baptists, Congregational- 
ists, Disciples of Christ, Society of 
Friends, Lutherans, Methodists, Mora- 
vians, Old Catholics and Presbyterians. 
Growth of Movement. 

The report traced the growth of the 
movement toward unity in the various 
churches and outlined the work accom- 
plished as indicating the growing rap- 
prochement. The report was adopted by 
the house and permission was given to 
the commission to continue its work. 

A man who is paid $10,000 a year 
forservices is under a moral handicap 
in asking missionaries to go out to 
hard places, often at small stipends, 
the Rt. Rev. Arthur C. A. Hall, bishop 
of Vermont, told delegates to the con- 
vention. 

Bishop Hall raised the point in intro- 
ducing a resolution at a joint session 
on missions of the two houses of the 
convention urging that in fixing the 
stipend of the president of the church 
board of missions for the next six 
years, it consider whether the present 
salary of the president—$9,500 annually 
and traveling expenses—is too large.

Steps looking toward the nationali- 
gation of social service through con- 
gressional action wera proposed in 4 
resolution presented to the house of 
deputies by the Rev. George ‘Israel 
Browne, of Lancaster, Pa. The reso- 
lution was referred to the joint com- 
mission on social service. 

Superannuation of Clerzymen. 

A memorial was received from the 
diocese of Fond du Lac, Wis., urging 
that the trustees of the church pen- 
sion fund automatically pay pensions 
to all clergymen when they reach the 
age of 68, regardless of whether they 
resign. If such action be taken, it was 
generally conceded, it would mean that 
all clergymen would be superannu- 
ated at the age of 68. | 

A resolution expressing the sympathy 
of the Protestant Episcopal church in 
the United States for the Church of 
England in this period of its adversity 
was adopted by the house of deputies. 

William W. Skiddy, of New York, was 
chosen treasurer of the general con- 
vention by the house of deputies, with 
the house of bishops concurring.

Britons Trying to Drive 


Faster Than Teutons Dig 


London, October 13.—The oljects of 
the British advance in France were out- 
lined to the Associated Press today by 
Major General F. B. Maurice, chief di- 
rector of military operations at the 


war office. The general emphasized as 
one of the principal purposes, already 
gained, that “the British push into the 
German lines has extended the fighting 
front by a length of 20,000 yards, so 
that if stationary trench fighting were 
resumed the Germans would have that 
much increased frontage to defend.” 

General Maurice was surrounded by 
maps showing in minute detail the to- 
pography of the country and positions 
of the troops at the different stages of 
the advance since the beginning of 
July. 

“As we get on our difficulties get less 
and less,” he rémarked, pointing out 
that the country thus far gained was 
hilly and strongly defended and that 
the British had now reached the low- 
er rolling lands. Whereas the positions 


captured were intricate systems of de- 
fense, he said, the British now con- 


front a single line of trenches. 

“They (the Germans) are hard at 
work making another line here,” he 
went on, indicating a line drawn on the 
map behind the present battle front. 
“When we get there they will be work- 
ing on yet another line, back here, Our 
work is to get ahead faster than their 
digging. 

“We have never proceeded 
and faster than we could with safety. 


Proof of that is that we have never 
been pushed back. We do not expect 


to maintain our recent rate of progress; 


uniformly. From time to time we strike 
harder ground.” 

By way of illustration he pointed 
out a ridge affording the Germans a 
good elevated defense position lying 
before the British army in one region 
and continued: “Our rate of progress 
may slow down ‘when we get further 
on. We are prepared for that.”

CIVES FIGURES ON RISE | TWELVE 16-INCH RIFLES 


N PRICE OF BREAD 


Data Compiled and Given Out 
by Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 


Washington, October 13.—The extent 
of increases in the price of bread, or 
decreases in the weight of loaves, dur- 
ing the four months from May 15 to 
September 15, is detailed in figures 
from 45 of the country’s principal in- 
dustrial centers made public today by 
the Dureau of labor statistics. Bakers, 
in reports to the bureau, gave as rea- 
sons the increased cost of materials 
and ingredients, especially flour. 
Changes in prices and weights have 
been most numerous during the last 
two months which the figures cover. 

Of 210 brands of bread that retailed 
for five cents and weighed 15 ounces 
or over on May 15, only 14 remained at 
the same price and weight on September 
15. Some bakers are reported to have 
met cost advances by discontinuing 
wholesale businesses, substitution of 
brands, presumably cheaper, and elim- 
ination of the return of stale bread. 

Comparative figures regarding wheat 
and flour prices and-the average retail 
price of bread shcw that in September 
the wholesale price of wheat was 34 
per cent greater on September 15 than 
on May 156, the wholesale price of flour 
37 per cent higher, the retail price 23 
per cent higher for the same period, 
and the average retail price of bread 
was 11 per cent higher. 

Another table shows the retail mar- 
gin of prices for flour and bread. In 
May flour was $5.48 a barrel wholesale 
and $7.62 retail, leaving a margin of 
$2.14 to cover transportation, retailers’ 
expenses and profits, and usually job- 
bers’ expenses and profits between the 
mill and the retailer. In September 
the margin was $1.90 a barrel. It is 
made clear that the figures are market 
margins rather than profits, ag retuil 
prices do not always follow wholesale 
prices promptly; The retail price of 
bread before baking in May was $.056. 
In September it was $.062. The whole- 
sale price of 10.45 ounces of flour in 
one pound for bread before baking, as- 
suming 300 loaves to the barrel, in May 
was $.018. In September it was $.025. 

In May the wholesale value of 10.45 
ounces of flour was 1.8 cents; the aver- 
age retail price for 16 ounces of bread, 
before baking, being 5.6 cents, making 
a margin of 3.8 cents between the: 
wholesale price of flour and the 16- 
ounce loaf of dough and the retail price 
of the same loaf baked. The margin 
figures do not include the cost of retail- 
ing and the retaller’s profit. 

Brands of bread on September 15 
were being sold at 12% ounces for 5 
cents in one city. In another the price 
was increased and the weight was de- 
creased at the same time. Frequently, 
however, increase in price has been ac- 
companied by increase in weight, in 
some cities the price was increased, 
the weight remaining the same.

FAVORED FOR BATTLER 


Believed Battleships Author- 
ized Next Year Will Have 
38,000 Tons Displacement. 
Washington, October 13.—Navy offi- | 


cials anticipate that American battle- 
ships authorized next year will be 


against the eight sixteen-inch guns of 
the ships for which bids will be opened 
October 25. Members of the general 


board are said to be in favor of radical- 
ly increasing the size of the new bat- 
tleships in order that the 50 per cent 
increase in gun power may be attained. 

To carry twelve 16-inch rifles it has 
been roughly estimated that the ships 
would require a displacement of proba- 
bly 38,000 tons, as against the 32,000 
tonnage of the four ships to be laid 
down next year. The first of the larger 
ships will not be laid down, in all prob- 
ability, before 1918. 

The general board favored four 36,- 
000-ton vessels, carrying ten 16-inch 
guns each, for the coming year. The 
decision of the department to make 
them 32,000-ton ships with eight guns 
each, it is said, came of the desire to 
hasten construction by reproducing 
ships of the California and Tennessee 
type, now building at the Mare Island 
and New York navy yards, with only 
such modifications as were necessary 
to arm them with 16-inch instead of 14- 
inch rifles. 

Rumors have reached the navy de- 
partment that Great Britain is building 
one or more battleships which will ha 
a 40,000-ton displacement. It is believ- 
ed that if this is true, the vessels are 
to carry 18-inch main batteries, proba- 
bly mounting ten guns each of that 
gize. Unless such ships have been pro- 
jected abroad since the war began there 
is nothing afloat or under construction 
which equals in size and weight of 
broadside the 38,000-ton vessels under 
contemplation here. 


Dixie’s Cotton Crop 
Not Over 11,000,000 
‘Bales, Says Price 


In a bulletin issued. yesterday by 
Commissioner of Agriculture J. D. 
Price, the commissioner declares that 
he is convinced that his estimate of 
the cotton crop in August is accurate, 
and that, if it errs at all, it does so 
in placing the figures too high. He 
does not think that this year’s crop 
will exceed eleven million bales. He 
says that 90 per cent of the crop in 
south Georgia is gathered, and 80 to 
85 per cent in the northern section of 
of the state. His estimate for Georgia 
in August was 1,535,000 bales, and he 
feels confident this figure will not be 
exceeded. 

The commissioner advises farmers to 
attend as many of the fairs now in 
progress in the state and to be held 
this fall as they conveniently can. He 
urges them particularly not to fail to 
go to the Southeastern fair and the 
State fair, at Macon, and see the splen- 
did live stock exhibits that will be 
shown.

OF BAYONNE STRIKERS 


Men Vote Down Proposal to 
Send Delegation to Com- 
pany’s Offices. 


Bayonne, N. J., October 13.—After a 


4day of intermittent disorder, in which 


a patrolman was shot through the leg 
by a sniper and two wounded prison- 
ers were taken in a raid by special 
police and firemen, a downpour of rain, 
followed by a cold wind tonight, clear- 
ed the streets of Standard Oil strikers 
and kept them in their homes.

MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS 
TO BE MADE MORE RIGID 


Board of Examiners Will Urge 
Legislature to Amend the 
Present Statutes. 


Several amendments to the existing 
law making the practice of medicine 
more rigid in Georgia will be recom- 
mended by the state board of medical 
examiners to the next general assembly. 
At its meeting this week the board 
}decided to recommend legislation mak- 
ing it impossible for an unsuccessful 
applicant for a physician’s license to 
stand more than one additional exam- 
ination, unless he can show that he has 
taken a further medical course of at 
least six monthg at some recognized 
medical school. 

The board will also ask for power 
to summon witnesses and compel the 
production of documentary evidence in 
trials for mal-practice and other 
breaches of medical ethics. These 
questions came up in connection with 
the cancellation of a number of doc- 
tors’ licenses of men who were grad- 
uates of the Southern School of Medi- 


cine and Surgery, formerly conducted 
by Dr. W. B. Lingo here. 

Dr. Lingo, replying to the attacks 
made by the board on his school, de- 
clared that the men in question were 
licensed by the medical examiners and 
not by him. He said that he had li- 
censes from three states, including two 
from Georgia, and that he would leave 
his qualifications to the public, which 


knows his work during nine years of 
extensive practice in Atlanta.

USE OF WORD “SCAB” 
BREAKS GEORGI LA 


Judge Hill So Rules in Charg- 
ing Jury in Trial of Strike 
Sympathizer. 


Outside of a mass meeting of strikers, 
sympathizers and _ trade federation 
members held at the Auditorium-Ar- 
mory last night, the most important 
development of the day in the strike 
situation was the decision of Judge Ben 
Hill in the criminal division superior 
court that the epithet “scab” was an 
insulting term and consequently a vio- 
lation of the law. 

This announcement was made in the 
case of C. B. Williams, charged with 
participation jin the recent East Point 
rioting, who was sentenced to twelve 
months in the penitentiary, but whose 
sentence was suspended, Williams being 
put on probation. The jury was out 
twenty minutes. 

It was testified during course of the 
trial that Williams had flung a stone 
through a trolley car passing East 
Point. This was after he had called a 
car employee a “scab” at the time of 
the rioting. 

In his charge to the jury, Judge 
Hill said: “I charge you that the use 
of the word ‘scab’ is an insulting epi- 
thet to a man employed in any capacity. 
It is an approbious term and abusive 
language which tends to a breach of the 
peace, and is an offense against the 
statutes of Georgia, which declare in 
most unmistakable terms that anything 
which tends to disturb the public peace 
of the state is an offense against the 
state.” 

Trolley schedules continued normal 
Friday with no disorder to interrupt 
service. The strikers are being finan- 
cially aided by contributions from vir- 
tually every branch of the _Atlanta 
Federation of Trades. 


NEW FREIGHT RATE 
ON FERTILIZER 
ASKED BY ROADS 


G. S. Rains, freight traffic manager 
of the Seaboard Air Line, Friday morn- 
ing presented for the consideration of 
the Georgia railroad commission the 
intrastate rates which the carriers are 
proposing for Georgia in their petition 


for a general revision of intrastate 
freight rates in this state being heard 
by the commission. The proposed re- 
vision of carload rates on fertilizer 
would accomplish the following gen- 
eral changes in the present rates pre- 
scribed by the Georgia commission and 
would become a s.Jbstitute for existing 
commodity rates: 

The proposed rates would represent 
increases for all distances up to 340 
miles and for distances between 360 
and 370 miles, 380 and 400 miles and 
between 420 and 430 miles. 

The proposed rates would be the 
same as the present rates for distances 
between 340 and 360 miles. 

The proposed rates would represent 
reductions for distances 370 to 380 
miles, 400 to 420 miles and 430 to 470 
miles. 

The hearing was attended by repre- 
sentatives of a number of fertilizer 
concerns and more interest than usual 
was displayed by shippers in the pro- 
ceedings. 

As visitors, sitting with the com- 
mission, were Chairman G. McD. 
Hampton and Secretary J. P. Darby, 
of the South Carolina railroad com- 
mission, who are interested in the 
Georgia hearing, anticipatory of a sim- 
ilar petition being presented before the 
South Carolina commission. 

Mr. Rains announced the intention 
of the carriers of going before the rail- 
road commissions of other southern 


states and asking such rates as would 
Place all other intrastate rates in the 
south on a parity with the proposed 
Georgia rates. 

Rates Continually Reduced. - 

Mr. Davis showed that the rates on 
fertilizer in Georgia have been contin- 
ually reduced, the last reduction, that 
of 1897, being 18 per cent. The low 
rates in Georgia, he said, have been 
very influential in producing lower 
rates in other southern states, and he 
filed exhibits showing that in Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania, where the in- 
fluence of the Georgia rates has not 
been felt, the rates on fertilizer are as 
high or higher than the rates now pro- 
posed in Georgia. 

On the cross-examination, H. W. B. 


Glover, representing some of the fer- 
tilizer interests, contended that the 
movement and consumption of fertiliz- | 
ers in Maryland is small, which condi- | 
tion might justify higher rates than | 
in Georgia, making the comparison in- 
appropriate. He had Mr. Davis read 
into the record comparative figures to 
show the Maryland and Georgian con- 
sumption, maximum and minimum, 
since 1909. Mr. Davis pointed out that) 
while Marvland is one of the smallest |! 


states in area, twice as much fertilizer | 


is used in that etate as in Tennessee, | 
more than in Mississippi and nearly as’ 
much as in Florida, the Maryland move- | 
ment being something more than 9,000, 
cars of 20 tons each. This condition, | 
he said, showed by comparison that | 
the proposed Georgia rates are reason- 
able. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Davis 
presented the proposed rates on phos- 
phate rock, asking that the present rat- 
ing of class P, per car of 39,000 pounds ,; 
minimum, ‘be changed to class P, plus 35 | 
per cent, with the same minimum load, | 
this being substantially a restoration | 
of the Georgia rate prior to 1915. 

Mr. Glover also objected to this pro- | 
posed rate, stating that, while there is | 
now no intrastate movement in Geor- 
ria, a contingency might arise which 
would compel a shipper to pay the rate , 
as asked to be fixed. Mr. Davis said | 
he knew of no such incident haying | 
happened in Georgia,

Did not the business men of Tifton be- 
lieve that there will be hogs enough in 
this territory next fall to supply packing 
houses both at Moultrie and Tifton, they 
would not put a cent into a plant here. 
To do so would be business folly. 


This, with reference to a proposal to 
establish a large packing plant at Tifton, 
is the answer of The Tifton Gazette to an 
editorial in The Cordele Dispatch as to too 
near competition in southwest Georgia 
packing plants, since the Moultrie plant, 
which has accomplished so much for the 
encouragement of stock-raising, “is devel- 
oping an industry that ought to care well 
for all south Georgia in the matter of fur- 
nishing a market for home-raised hogs and 
cattle.” 

The Cordele Dispatch adds, however, 
that “if there is room for the Tifton plant 
it will mean a better price to the producer.” 

It is a tribute to the successful opera- 
tion of the Moultrie plant, and the far. 
reaching results obtained there, that it has 
awakened widespread interest in stock- 
raising and the establishment of packing 
houses in progressive Georgia towns; and 
now that the hog and cattle industry has 
passed from the experiment stage in Geor- 
gia as in other southern states, and has the 
prestige of profitable returns, with a ready 
market abroad as well as at home, it is 
held that more packing plants will be 
needed to take care of future business. The 
Tifton Gazette says: 


With the necessary reduction in the 
cotton acreage next year due to the boll 
weevil and the increased acreage in 
grain and feed stuffs there will be a 
heavy increase in the hog crop. A con- 
servative estimate would place this in- 
crease at least 2 to 1, and it will very 
probably be 3 to 1. Therefore, raisers 
of live stock in this section would be con- 
fronted by a congested market next fall 
if there was only one packing plant to 
handle their product. The only new 
plant contemplated except that at Tifton 
is at Statesboro, from which territory 
shipments to either Moultrie or Tifton 
could not be expected. Therefore, the 
plant at Tifton or at some other point 
convenient to this section is an absolute 
necessity—not to the people of Tift 
county but to the farmers of this part of 
south Georgia who are seeking for a 
money crop as a substitute for cotton. 


This forecast of an increased acreage in 
grain and “a heavy increase in the hog 
crop,” is based on the profitable experience 
of the past, and is one of the most hopeful 
signs of Georgia’s industrial development. 
Even on a limited scale, stock and grain 
raising have meant good business to the 
farmers, and now, wherever it is possible 
to do so, they are “branching out” on diver- 
sified lines for bigger and better business. 

So great is the faith of our Tifton con- 
temporary in the bright future for south- 
west Georgia from the raising of cattle and 
hogs, the prediction is made that “in less 
than three years there will be packing 
plants operated profitably at Cordele, Fitz- 
gerald and Albany, and in less than five 
years a plant will be needed in every pro- 
gressive agricultural county south of 
Macon.” 


SOUTHEASTERN LAND SHOW. 


The proposed Georgia land show to be 
held in January has already been pro- 
nounced “the biggest thing Georgia has 
undertaken for many years.” 

Georgia’s great problem is not in supply- 
ing good land and the best of facilities for 
agriculture, but in making known the possi- 
bilities here to those they should desire 
to attract. 

If we can only get the word to the good 
farmers of the north and west who are 
thinking about moving to a more congenial 
soil and climate, there isn’t a question but 
that they would come this way. 

That has been our chief and foremost 
difficulty; it is the same problem with 
which our neighboring states have to con- 
tend. 


It is perhaps well, therefore, that they 


have been brought into the enterprise, and 
instead of purely a Georgia exhibition, we 
are to have in this state a southeastern land 
show which will open opportunities to our 
neighbors on all sides of us to present their 
facilities along with and side by side those 
of Georgia, to whomsoever will come and 
see. 


But it should not stop there. Compara 


| tively few of those to whom we would like 
to make this presentation will come because 
of their inability to do so. We should de 
vise ways and means of putting the facts 
and figures, together with the capabilities 
of Georgia land, into the hands of farmers 
all over the middle west and great north- 
western country. Put before them attract- 
ively and properly, they will be convinced, 
and they will look to Georgia and the south- 


yield more for their efforts than they could 
possibly hope for in the short seasons of 
the colder climates. 

Doubtless the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce, which is promoting the Southeastern 
Land Show, has this feature of the project 
well in view, and will not only extensively 
advertise the land show itself, but plan to 
put sufficient information about Georgia 
and this territory into the hands of those 
whom it will most interest and be most 
likely to attract. 

In an address at a recent meeting called 
to promote this valuable enterprise, Presi- 
dent C. J. Haden, of the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce, spoke of the necessity of 
securing for the state more farmers, espe 
cially of that type who would grow other 
crops than cotton. The land show itself 
will bring some, but the follow-up work and 
persistent effort will do still more. 

The Southeastern Land Show can easily 
be made “the biggest thing Georgia has 
recently undertaken,” if the influence and 
effect of it are made to grow and expand in- 
stead of being confined simply to a few 
days’ gathering which, in the absence of 
further effort, might soon be forgotten. 


BETTER SCHOOL SENTIMENT. 


The educational welfare of Georgia de- 
pends not only upon better school appropria- 
tions and efforts of officials in the building 
of school facilities, but equally upon a better 
and stronger school sentiment in the various 
school communities of the state. 

This fact is well illustrated in a state- 


county, relative to the teachers’ institute 
held at Gray a few days ago. 

Attending that institute was State Sw 
pervisor J. O. Martin, who commented favor- 
ably upon the splendid showing made in 
that community. 

The institute was attended by every 
white teacher in the county, and showed a 
total enrollment of 689 school children, with 
131 of them, a generous percentage, in the 
high school department. Supervisor Martin 
heartily complimented the people of Gray 
upon conditions shown in the school at that 
place. 

Relative to Supervisor Martin’s state- 
ment, The News says: 


Professor Martin, while compliment- 
ing other schools of the county, espe- 
cially emphasized the good showing made 
by the Gray school. With 100 pupils en- 
rolled 40 of them are in the high school 
department, with 15 away at college. 
He says that is far above the average of 
the state, and is a showing that would 
do credit to a school of a much larger 
place. 


The great trouble in many Georgia coun- 
ties, possibly the majority of them, is that 
there is lacking that strong school or educa- 
tional sentiment which impels the highest 
average attendance, not only throughout the 
grammar schools, but in the high schools 
which supply courses preparatory to enter- 
ing college. 

The condition which Supervisor Martin 
compliments in connection with the Gray 
school has been brought about chiefly by a 
strong cOmmunity school sptrit with the cul- 
tivation and growth of which the school 
principal and its teachers have had much 
to do. 

The showing made by the Gray schools 
is in striking contrast, Supervisor Martin 
points out, with that of the majority of 
schools where the enrollment in each suc- 
cessive grade grows smaller, and where the 
teachers are changed almost with the com- 
ing of each new term. Some children begin 
to drop out in the fifth grade, more in the 
sixth and still more in the seventh, while 
the percentage who do not attend high 
school at all is something startling. 

It may be impossible and out of the 
question for many Georgia children to at- 
tend colleges or institutions of higher learn- 
ing, but it is a comparatively easy matter 
for them to pursue their studies through the 
high school, which is brought right to their 
doors. 

Every -child in Georgia who wants and 
seeks it can have, not only a grammar 
school education, but a complete high 
school training for nothing, and there is no 
apparent excuse for refusing it. Certainly 
the state is doing all it can to supply the 
facilities which are supplemented in many 
counties and school districts by local taxa- 


ing overtime to make the system more 
thorough and complete.

Commerce With South America 


(From The Philadelphia Inquirer.) 

Our commerce with South America igs 
growing, but it shows some surprisng flue- 
tuations with the different countries. Natur- 
ally South American trade with the United 
States has increased, while that with Ger- 
many has been practically cut off. Recently 
we have been exporting to South America just 
twice as much as we did in the same pe- 
riod last year. Brazilian trade has shown 
the most extraordinary development. In the 
first six months of this year her total trade 
was almost equal to the whole of 1914, and it 
grows better each month. On the other hand, 
there has beenadecided falling off in the 
exports of Argentina, though a § slight in- 
crease is shown in imports. Chilean com- 
merce is improving, especially since the re- 
opening of the Panama canal, and that of 
Peru is better, aithough internal financiaj 
disorders are a disturbing factor in interna- 
tional trade. But a survey of two years 
shows that all of the South American nations 
have been cleaning house and depending more 
and more on theirownenergies and less upon 
those of foreign nations. Money is being 
borrowed in this country to refund national 
debts and to conduct important enterprises. 
When it is remembered that exactly two 
years ago South America seemed in the depths 
of despair, the present situation is highly 
encouraging. The war has not been an un- 
mixed evil for South Americans. They have 
learned to rely much more upon themselves, 
and have also learned that in the United 
States they find their best customers and 
the best prospects for future development. 
With a reduction in ocean freight rates, com- 
merce is expected to develop rapidly between 
the two continents of the western h area.

spot cash with which to buy, nor upon the 
part of the planters to get all of the money 
required with which to harvest and move the 
crops. 

Because of this law alone, it is argued, if 
for no other reason, every man in Georgia 
who does not vote for Wilson will be standing 
in his own light, and every one of them owes 
it as a duty to give liberally to the cam- 
paign fund to insure his re-election. 

Contributions Satisfactory. 

At campaign finance headquarters, 316 
Empire building, contributions keep coming in 
satisfactorily; but every ounce of pressure

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JUDGE GILBERT TO BE UNOPPOSED — 
FOR PLACE ON SUPREME COURT 


The announcement of Alex W. Stephens | 


given out yesterday that he will not enter 
the race for the supreme court in opposition 
to Justice Price Gilbert, following, as it 
does, already published statements from O. H. 
B. Bloodworth and Judge Frank Harwell 
that they will not be candidates, makes it 
a certain fact that Justice Gilbert will not 
be opposed in the general election. 

Written indorsements, signed by lawyers 
of distinction from all parts of the state, 
were presented to Judge Gilbert Friday. 
These indorsements came from local bars 
in every section of the state, many of them 
voicing the unanimous sentiment of théir re- 
spective bars. Perhaps the largest was from 
Atlanta which has the largest bar of any 
city in the state. This list was signed by 
more than three hundred members of the 
profession in this city. 

Among the other cities from which un- 
qualified indorsements were presented were 
Savannah, Macon, Augusta, Rome, Colum- 
bus, Waycross, Thomasville, Marietta, Car- 
roliton, Newnan, Fitzgerald, Cordele, Green- 
ville, Thomson, Fayetteville and Milledge- 
ville. in Fitzgerald, Talbotton, Cordele, 
Greenville and other places, every member 
of the bar indorsed Judge Gilbert’s candi- 
dacy and promised him unqualified support 
in the general election. In other instances, 
the only reason that all the lawyers’ sig- 
natures were not on the paper is said to 
have been the fact that they could not be 
reached when the petition was circulated. 

Every mail brings additional indorsements 
which are said to have been entirely un- 
solicited by Judge Gilbert. These indorse- 
ments indicate that Judge Gilbert’s race is 
meeting with favor from the large majority 
of lawyers throughout the state.

Gorlitz as a Prison Camp; 
Interesting Old City Where 
Greek Soldiers Are Held 


“The Greek troops which fell into the 
hands of the German army when the Teutonic 
allies occupied the Aegean seaport of Kavala 
would, under happier auspices than military 
interment, find the Silesian city of Gorlitz, 
where they are now held, one of the most 
interesting in the German empire,” says a 
war geography bulletin issued by the Na- 
tional Geographic society on the city select- 
ed as a prison camp for the 400 officers and 
6,000 men of King Constantine’s army. 

“Situated on the left bank of the Neisse 
river, which flows northward into the Oder, 
Gorlitz is, next to Breslau, the largest and 
most flourishing city of Silesia. It is 129 
miles southeast of Berlin, 60 miles east 
of Dresden and 50 miles west of Liegnitz. 
Its early prosperity, dating back five or six 
centuries, was due to its location on one of 
the important commercial routes to Poland. 

“The town received its civic rights as 
early as the twelfth century and it is fa- 
mous today for its edifices of the rennaisance 
period, while perhaps the finest specimen 
of the late Gothic ecclesiastical architecture 
in this section of Germany is its Church of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, built in the fifteenth 
century. Another religious building of great 
interest is the chapel of the Holy Cross, which 
contains a fifteenth century model of the 
Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem. 

Has a Population of 85,000. 

“In proportion to its population of 85,000, 
Gorlitz enjoys the reputation of being one 
of the wealthiest municipalities of central 
Europe, due largely to the fact that it owns

He was the unfailing 
riend of the crown prince (after Frederick 
the Great) during the troublous times when

Maximum Sentence of 12 
Months in Penitentiary, 
Six Months in Jail, and a 
Fine of $1,000 Is Imposed. 


The maximum sentence of twelve 
months in the penitentiary, six months 
in jail an da fine of $1,000 was imposed 
upon G. K. Vason, doorkeeper of the 
house of representatives, who was 
Thursday found guilty of stabbing At- 
torney Thomas B. Felder during an al- 
tercation in the Kimball house last 
August. 

Judge Hill pronounced the jury’s ver- 
dict of a misdemeanor in place of the 
felony on which Vason was indicted 
“an abundance of mercy.” Vason's at- 
torney, Ben Conyers, appealed the ver- 
dict to the higher courts, and execu- 
tion of the sentence was stayed, bond 
of $5,000 being fixed. 

The appeal will first be heard by 
Judge Ben Hill, and in event of a de- 
nial, will be carried to the court of 
‘uppeals. 

Asks for Mercy. 

Immediately before passing sentence 
upon Vason, Judge Hill asked the de- 
fendant if he had anything to say. 
Vason arose and spoke very clearly. 
“Your honor,” he said, “I shall appre- 
ciate all the sympathy that you can 
extend to me.” 

Attorney Conyers was then asked by 
the court if he desired to say anything 
in behalf of the defendant. Comment- 
ing upon the action of the jury in 
making the offense of Vason a misde- 
meanor instead of a felony, Attorney 
Conyers declared that the jury was 
composed of the mos intelligent body 
of men with whom he had ever come in 
contact. 

‘It was simply a case of too much 
whisky,” said Attorney Conyers. “I asx 
your honor to be as moderate as the 
verdict of the jury allows you to be.” 

Judge Sentences Vason, 

“If I should impose a fine on thig 
man it would be no punishment for 
him,” said Judge Hill in preface to 
his verdict, “for I feel sure that his 
brother, who, I understand, is well tuo 
do, would pay it rather than see the 
man go to the Chaingang, 

“And then if I sent him to the pu»- 
lic works it would mean suffering for 
his wife and two children. 1 feel sorry 
for them. The law, however, is for 
the punishment of the guilty, and one 
of its great imperfections is that its 
enforcement brings suffering to the in- 
nocent. 

“It gives me no pleasute to punish 
this man, nor any man, but in this case 
the jury already has shown such a 
full and abundant measure of mercy 
that there is nothing left for the court 
to do but enforce the misdemeanor 
penalty.”

Chinese-American Products Ex- 
change Co. Also to Establish 
Bank in Atlanta.

Savannah, Ga., October 13.—(Special ) 
A fleet of fifteen steamers, mainly 


freighters, will be placed in operation | 


by the Chinese-American Products Ex- 
change company between the ports de- 
cided upon as ports of call and the 


free Chinese treaty ports, according 
to information reaching Savannah yeés- 
terday morning from David S. Rose, 
general counsel of the company. 

Savannah has already been deter- 
mined upon as one of these ports. It 
is not unlikely that sailings will be 
established and vessels ready for oper- 
ation within sixty days. The majority 
of the vessels will be built in Seattle, 
but in all probability ,some will be 
leased for immediate service. 

Dr. Clarence J. Owens, president of 
the company, and managing director 
of the SovKhern Commercial congress, 
and Mr. Rose will arrive in Savannah 
this morning’ for a conference with 
business men relative to the establish- 
ment of Savannah as one of the ports 
of call. A meeting of business men of 
all classes has been called by the 
board of trade. Dr. Owens will ad- 
dress the meeting on “Our Chinese Op- 
portunities,” and Mr. Rose will talk 
along the same lines. A general dis- 
cussion of the proposition will then 
follow, in which plans of the company 
will bé outlined. 

The Chinese-American Products Ex- 
change company is fathering as a part 
of its plan for the development of its 
trade with China the new Pacific and 
Eastern Steamship company, recently 
ormanized under the laws of New York. 
The steamers of this company will be 
used in plying between Pacific ports 
and Shanghai and Hong Kong. The 
bonds of the steamship company are 
backed hy the Chinese government and 
are to be offered the public through 
the Chinese-American. Products Ex- 
change company. 

The company is also organizing Chi- 
nese-American banks, the parent bank 
to be in Atlanta, and the branches to 
be in Shanghai, Canton, Hankow and 
Tien-Tsin, China.

Atlanta Firms Protest Award 
to Chattanooga Company. 


The street committee yesterday voted 
to give to the Southern Paving and 
Construction company, of Chattanooga, 
the contract for repaving South Pryor 
Street from Georgia avenue to Gar- 
nett street with vitrified brick. Their 
bid was the lowest submitted. It was 
about $25,000. The county has agreed

Jamieson & Hallowell, T. D. Meador, 
Jr., and the Cement Stone and Tile 
company, were the other bidders for 
the work. They intimated Friday that 
the matter would be brought to the 
attention of the mayor and the mem- 
bers of council for further considera- 
tion before the contract was finally 
passed by council and signed by the 
mayor. Councilmen George Freeman 
and W. H. Johnson signed adverse re- 
ports on the paper. 

The Atlanta contractors, Jamieson & 
Hallowell, T. D. Meador and the Ce- 
ment Stone and Tile company, protest- 
ed at the action of the committee and. 
asked that they be alloweg to withdraw 
their bids. The committee denied this 
request on the grounds that they knew 
of the bidders before the meeting and 
should have withdrawn before the bids 
were opened. The withdrawal of the 
bids would have left the work with 
only one bidder and this would have 
made the award illegal. 

Mr. Meador declared after the meet- 
ing that the Chattanodga company 
was a branch of the Southern Brick 
company, of Chattanooga, from which 
the Atlanta people had planned to buy 
their material. He asserted that the 
brick company knew it could under- 
bid the Atlanta firms because it knew 
what the brick would cost. He claims 
that the bid of the Southern Paving 
and Construction company was made 
with the sole purpose of freezing out 
the Atlanta bidders.

TEXAS STORM PLAYS. 
~ HAVOG WITH GA. CAMP 


Tents Were Blown Down 
Wholesale and Savannah 
Soldier Slightly Hurt.

New York, October 13.—There was 
am renewal of the bull movement in the 
cotton market here today, and all de- 
liveries made new high records for the 
season, with January contract selling 
up to 17.64, or 91 points advance over 
the low level of last Monday. That 
delivery closed at 17.50, with the gen- 
eral list closing steady at an advance 
ef 15 to 22 points, as compared with 
the final figure of Wednesday. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 to 17-points, and the first 
rush of buying orders carried the mar- 
ket about 19 to 22 points above Wed- 
nesday’s finals. Reports that numer- 
ous vessels had cleared from this side 
over the holiday encouraged the more 
optimistic view of shipping conditions, 
while the buying was also promoted 
by the strength of Liverpool and the 
continued absence of southern hedging. 
Enough realizing was encountered 
around 17.50 for January to cause 
slight reactions, but the market soon 
firmed up again on continued buying 
by trade interests, replacing of long 
contracts liquidated before the holiday 
and covering of shorts. 

Another wave of realizing was en- 
countered around 17.60 for January at 
midday, but setbacks of 8 or 10 points 
were again followed by renewec 
strength, and for a time the buying 
Was active and excited, with Decem- 
ber selling up to 17.70, March to 17.70 
and May to 17.81 during the early aft- 
ernoon, when the general list showea 
net gains of from 29 to 35 points. This 
meant an advance of fully $4.50 per 
bale from the low level reached on the 
first submarine scare at the beginning 
of the week, and closing prices were 
s0me 10 to 14 points off from the best 
under profit-taking. 

Weather advices indicated favorable 
conditions in the south for picking and 
ginning, but there was nothing in re- 
ports from the belt to cause any 
change of opinion as to crop prospects, 
and private cables reported very little 
southern hedge selling in the English 
market. After heavy purchases of 
December earlier in the week, trade in- 
terests appeared to be buying January 
today, and were also buyers of March, 
but were moderate sellers of later de- 
liveries.

New Orleans Up 16-19 Points. 

New Orleans, October’ 13.—Cotton 
bulged into new high ground on this 
market today as the result of a gen- 
eral buying movement, standing at the 
highest at a gain of 28 to 32 points 
over Wednesday's closing quotations. 
All months went to new high levels 
for the season, and to the highest 
levels in many years. The advance 
was well maintained until late in the 
session, when disappointment was 
manifested over the failure to ajfivance 
local spot quotations and prices fell 
off from the topmost levels, closing at 
a net gain for the day of 16 ‘to 19 
points. : 

The chief stimulating influences of 
the session were the continued reports 
of a huge business in dry goods and 
the claim that southern mills, in many 
cases being unable to buy cotton in 
their own territory in the eastern belt, 
were buying supplies in this market 
and in Texas. Points in Alabama wired 
that cotton had brought as high as 
17.40 cents a “pound, basis middling, 
on the street. 

On the opening the market hesitated, 
lost 3 points on December, but this 
was the only month to show a net de- 
cline at any time during the day. Poor 
cables were ignored, much of the early 
demand appeared to be due to accu- 
mulated buying orders over the holi- 
day and to expectations of a bullish 
report on American consumption to- 
morrow fromthecensus bureau. Lower 
- quotations on marine insurance also 
had a bullish effect. Offerings came 
principally from realizing longs.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, October 13.—(Special.)—As we 
forecasted Wednesday, trade and mill in- 
terests were early buyers today. Sold out 
bulls, shorts and new buyers were also very 
much in evidence; the market worked into 
new high levels for the season. A rumor 
that a submarine, supposedly German, had 
been seen somewher@ off the American coast 
caused some liquidation in the closing hour 
and prices eased about 13 points from the 
top. The market will be very sensitive to 
rumors of this character. It is logical, 
therefore, to expect that considerable long 
cotton may be thrown overboard tomorrow 
through fear of over Sunday happenings. 

However, on any break we think pur- 
chases advisable. The destruction of ves- 
sels of the allied nations would mean noth- 
ing in itself to America, but loss of life 
and possibility of resultant complications 
is the issue to be dreaded and the present 
cause of uneasiness in some quarters. We 
think cotton is worth 20 cents and believe 
it will sell there this season. However, this 
does not imply that meantime we may not 
have temporary declines of greater or less 
extent. We, however, consider the short 
side a dangerous proposition this year. 

_ Cotton oil worked into new high levels to- 
day. December opened at 11.75, March at 
11.77, December later sold down to 11.60 
and closed at 11.71. We have been bullish 
on December oil from 8.30 up. We now 
think it is dangerous temporarily to follow 
the long side. The market is full of specu- 
lative longs. The short interest has been 
well eliminated. We favor purchases only 
on reaction of say 30 or 40 points. A quick 
decline is possible. Meantime a waiting 
policy seems advisabBle.

New York, October 13.—(Special.)—With 
cotton at 12 cents per pound the carrying 
charges were figured at about 14 or 15 
points per month. With cotton at 17% 
cents the increased interest and increased 
insurance would add about 4 points more 
than at the old prices, especially when the 
loss in weights is also added. For anyone 
to buy January contract, take up the cotton 
and carrying it to May and deliver on 
May contracts would call for carrying 
charge and commissions footing up nearly 1 
cent per pound. 

If cotton is worth 17% cents now it 
should logically work with a full cent more 
next May—the article will be scarcer then 
than now—and someone must carry until 
May and June the cotton which will be 
used then. May cotton- carries only 20 
points premium over January. If January 
cotton is cheap, May is cheaper. 

Today some of the sold-out bulls bought 
their cotton back and as the south has sold 
enough spot cotton to fill her banks with 
money, they are also turning bullish. 

Today’s closing prices are the highest 
prices cotton ever closed within the memory 
of the present day cotton man, but the bulls 
talk 20-cent and 25-cent as if it were as- 
sured within the near future. Bulls talk 
frost and peace. We think cotton danger- 
ous, especially to those who have grown 
over-confident.

Bradstreet’s summary of the nation- 
al building situation points out that 
building operations for the first nine 
months in 1916 were larger in value 
than any nine months in the history of 
the United States. 

Bradstreet interestingly comments as 
follows: 

Fuller details of building for September, 
145 cities -reporting, as against 84 last week, 
show a slight gain in value of building as 
compared with September a year ago, but 
a considerable decrease from the preceding 
month, and, indeed, from every month since 
February. In this connection, of course, it 
is well to remember that comparisons now 
and henceforth are with large totals a year 
ago, when heavy gains were being shown 
over the autumn months of 1914, just after 
the great war began. Another feature of 
the current year’s showing is that the gain 
for the half year, for the third quarter and 
for the entire nine months is in the neigh- 
borhood of 23 per cent. In other words, 
building expenditures so far this year are 
nearly one-fourth larger than a@ year ago, 
about equal to those of the entire year 
1914, and larger than any. preceding nine 
months in the country’s history. The ap- 
proximate nine months’ aggregates for a 
period of years follows:

September permits this year totaled 25,- 
083, a gain of 3 per cent over September 
last year, while expenditures aggregated

cities, the New England, the middle states, 
the northwest and the south, show de- 
creases ranging from 7.6 to 21.7 per cent, 
the three groups gaining over September a 
year ago being the western, the _  far- 
western and the southwestern, with 35, 41 
and 50 per cent, respectively.

Submarine Warfare 
Causes Apprehension 
In Cotton Markets 


New York, October 13.—Apprehensions 
that the extension of submarine warfare to 
this side of the Atlantic, as indicated by 
the developments of last Sunday, served to 
cause great nervousness in the cotton mar- 
ket at the beginning of the week. The fear 
was that the appearance of German sub-« 
marines off the American coast would tie- 
up export clearances and lead to a _ bur- 
densome accumulation of supplies in te 
domestic markets. 

Reports of a very sharp advance in war 
risks and that some of the British steam- 
ship lines were holding their vessels in port 
naturally added to such apprehensions, and 
for a time on Monday the market was very 
weak and unsettled. January contracts, 
which had sold at 17.24 On Saturday, broke 
to 16.73 and practically all the active 
months showed losses of nearly haif a cent 
from recent high records as a result of gen- 
eral realizing or liquidation. 

There was also considerable scattered 
selling by reactionists, who figured that 
hedging would soon develop against delayed 
shipments, and that the break might as- 
sume astill more important proportions. 
Offerings were very well absorbed at the 
decline, however, with the bulk of the de- 
mand coming from spot houses, which sug- 
gested that domestic spinners were fixing 
prices, and the market soon steadied on a 
more optimistic view of shipping condi- 
tions. 

After making new high ground on the 
rally, sentiment became very nervous again 
late on Wednesday, owing to reports that 
the British admiralty had taken over con- 
tral of all allied sailings from this side 
and there was another sharp break of some 
26 to 27 points in prices. The market to- 
day, however, showed renewed strength 
owing to reports of numerous sailings over 
Thursday’s holiday, and prices reached the 
highest potnt of the week and season with 
January selling up to 17.63, or approximate- 
ly $4.50 per bale above the low point of 
Monday and practically 40 points above the 
highest price reached on the advance of the 
previous week. 

Crop and weather advices have indicated 
very favorable conditions for picking and 
ginning, but little prospect is reported for 
any top crop outside of Oklahoma, and the 
talk here has reflected no change of senti- 
ment with reference to the size of the yield 
or the extent of domestic requirements. 


Business Momentum 
Is Less Pronounced, 
Says Dun’s Review 


New York, October 13.—Dun’s Review to- 
morrow will say: 

“All speculative markets experienced re- 
action this week and legitimate business 
was temporarily moved under reduced mo- 
mentum, owing to the holiday interruption 
and a certain hesitancy due to inter- 
national developments. Current transac- 
tions, however, continue unprecedented for 
the period and, with the strength of fun- 
damental factors undiminished, the general 
tendency in trade and industry is still to- 
ward further expansion. 

“The rise in prices continues,and of the 
331 wholesale quotations regularly compiled 
by Dun’s Review, sixty-six showed advances 
this week and twenty-six declines. The ex- 
treme costs naturally induce more or less 
conservatism and deter some from buying, 
but in many instances the prospect of fur- 
ther advances is an incentive to larger pur- 
chasing and consumption generally is main- 
tained in extraordinary volume. This is 
evidenced by the record-breaking bank 
clearings, which this week are 22.2 per cent 
in excess of last year’s at leading centers 
outside of New York. 

“Part of the gain, of course, is due to the 
high prices, yet the remarkable totals would 
not be possible were it not for the note- 
worthy and widespread activity in general 
business. In many cases, however, a full 
measure of progress is not possible because 
producing and transporting cilities, though 
increased and extended to the limit, re- 
main inadequate to meet the growing re- 
quirements.

Sugar. 


New York, October 13.—The local mar- 
ket for raw sugar was firm again and 
prices were %c higher on a continued good 
demand from local refining interests. The 
business was placed at 50,000 bags of Cubas 
for prompt and October shipment at 5'sc, 
cost and freight, and there was a further 
inquiry at that level, but no more seemed 
available, holders asking 5%c. The mar- 
ket closed firm at 5%4%c for Cubas, cost and 
freight, equal to 6.14 for centrifugal and 
5.26 for molasses. 

There was a good inquiry reported for 
refined ‘sugar and withdrawals on old con- 
tract continue good. Prices were firm and 
unchanged at 7.15 to 7.25 for fine granu- 
lated. 

The market for sugar futures was a little 
reactionary and after showing a slight de- 
cline at the opening, values gradually firmed 
up on covering and a renewed demand for 
outside and trade account, prompted by 
the higher ruling of the spot market with 
closing quotations 1 to 10 points net high- 
er or at practically the best of the day.
